TWO CONSIDERATIONS. 


In considering the solution of the problem 
of the best and most logical lines of develop- 
ment and reconstruction as a result of the 
possibilities brought about by the sweep- 
stakes, two chief considerations must be 
borne in mind: first, the extent to which any 
given — hospital structure is capable 
of, or worth, remodelling Or improving, 
having due regard to its working, its useful- 
ness ond place as a unit, either for treatment 
or teaching, in the hospital work of the city; 
or whether it were better to demolish it and 
to erect an entirely new hospital on the same 
or on another and a better site. The fore- 
going points once decided, then how best may 
the most modern and approved features of 
design be incorporated in the design? This 
is a matter of skill and experience on. the 
part of the designer in consultation with the 
medical men concerned, 

During the past few years the whole atti- 
tude of designers to hospital planning has 
undergone a change. The mind of the 
designer is no longer obsessed by a bound- 
less faith in the absolute and invariable 
necessity for the pavilion type of ward, 
cross-ventilated on both sides, with its long 
ranges of twenty, thirty, or even forty beds 
in double, triple or. quadruple rows. In 
general, greater flexibility of planning, com- 
;actness and concentration are now sought 


after. 

The pavilion plan held the field almost 
since Florence Nightingale’s teaching began 
ito take effect, until a few years ago when 
post-war developments in hospital building 
in Germany, Switzerland, Holland and 
4merica indicated that, with modern plumb

DUBLIN’S ENCOURAGING 
DIVIDEND. 


The population of the present Dublin city 
area is 419,900. Before the passing of the 
Locat Government (Dublin) Act, 1930, the 
population was 320, Twenty-five years 
ago the expenditure on public health services 
was £32,755. For the year ended ó1st March, 
1933, the cost was £157,415. 

Every Act of Parliament passed in recent 
years has meant more work and expenditure 
for the public health branch of the Corpora- 
tion. At the same time, the municipality is 
not extravagant in its expeuditure on the 

ublic health services; for that expenditure 
ba yielded an encouraging dividend, 
Twenty-five years ago the general death-rate 
was 23.0; in 1932 it was 157. Similarly, an 
infantile death-rate of 164 per 1,000 births 
registered has fallen to 94, i 

Typhus fever, which was formerly of 
common occurrence, has now practically dis- 
appeared. In fact, it has n so rare iu 
recent years that failure to recognise cases is 
much more common than formerly, We were 
visited in the past year by an Hey of 
typhoid fever, the spread of which was due 
in a large measure to the failure to recognise 
the early cases. | 


GREATER EXPECTATION OF LIFE 


The expectation of life fifty years ago was 
about 42 years for males and 45 years for 


females. It is now 58 and 62 years respec- 
tively. 

The Corporation of Dublin always 
recognised that money expended on social 


services was money. well spent, and that it 
would in due course lead to economies In 
times of financial stress, perhaps even more 
so than at other times, it is the duty of the 
State and the municipality to provide and 
maintain services for the preservation, pro- 
tection and maintenance of the health of the 
people. It is uneconomic and dangerous to 
do otherwise. 

Since the establishment of our Free State 
Parliament the Governments have recognised 
this fact, and the Corporation has shown its 
appreciation of this principle by the expendi- 
ture of large sums of money with this object 
in view. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT 
ACTIVITIES. 


To show how wide is the field covered by 
the Public Health Department at the present 
time as compared with twenty-five years ago, 
it is only necessary to mention such activities 
as the maternity and child. welfare scheme, 
the school medical service, the diagnosis and 
treatment of venereal disease, and the ad- 
ministration of the Blind Persons Act. 

In British cities the abattoirs are generally 
under the control of the markets committees. 
In this city it is managed by the Public 
Health Department. 

The school medical service in English 
centres is linked up with the education 
authority. In Dublin it is administered by 
the public health section. 

Some medical aspects of the old Poor Law 
are in process of absorption into the public 
health service. Some years ago the preven- 
tion and treatment of cancer among the 
necessitous poor devolved on the Board of 
Guardians. It is now provided for by the 
Public Health Department. 


FREE MILK SCHEME. 


Recently the administration of a Em by 
the Government for the supply of free milk 
to the necessitous r of the city has been 
transferred to the Public Health épartment. 
Hitherto the activities of the Public Health 
Department were only concerned or identified 
with the senitary department, the disinfecting 
department and operations under the Food 
and Drugs Acts. To-day they embrace the 
subjects dealt with in the following 
sections i-- 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


The city is supplied with a recognised 
model scheme for the treatment of this 
disease, consisting of a central dispensary 
and a branch dispensary, a sanatorium for 
the admission of early cases, and two homes 
for the accommodation of advanced cases, 
together with hospital accommodation for 
all forms of surgical tuberculosis. 

It would be too much to hope for com- 
pletely satisfactory results in the eradication 
of this disease while the present housing 
conditions in the city, by which so many 
families are compelled to occupy one-room 
dwellings, obtain, or until a successfu: 
method of immunisation and protection is 
found. The staff consists of a chief medical

officer, two assistant medical officers and a 
large number of visiting nurses. ! 


CHIL WELFARE, 

There is a voluntary committee, on which 
the Corporation is represented, with a whole- 
tame medical officer anJ a large staff of 
nurses, administering this department. The 
Carnegie Centre, from which the work is 
controlled, is situated in Lord Edward street, 
cogvenient to the Public Heaith Department. 
In addition, there are maternity and infant 
ctinics at twelve different centres throughout 
the city. 

Ante-natal clinics, as well as being con- 
ducted by the medical officer, are estab- 
lished at the three lying-in hospitals, and 
ave co-ordinated with the maternity services 
of those institutions. The poor of Dublin 
are particularly fortunate, especially with 
the present housing conditions, in being 
served by these three large lying-in hos 


itals. 

Much valuable conservative dentistry is 
also carried out at the Child Welfare Centre. 
In connection with the activities of the 
child welfare section, it is kept in mind 
that it is the physical impairment of the 
pre-school child which mainly creates the 
problems of disease in school life. 


IMMUNISATION. 

An extension of the practice of immunisa- 
tion against diphtheria is now in operation. 
The utility of this measure in reducing 
morbidity and mortality in residential in- 
stitutions has been experienced; for example, 
in Cappagh Children’s Hospital, where the 
continuity of treatment was often seriously 
interrupted by outbreaks of scarlatina and 
diphtheria, since the staff immunised the 
children against these diseases there has been 
no trouble from this source. 

The application of immunisation to the 
child population as a; whole, which is our 
aim, will require congiderable work before 
the number of immune children is large 
enough to effect a marked reduction in the 
incidence of this disease. 


SCHOOL MEDICAL SERVICE. 

The medical treatment of school children 
embraces a very wide sphere. The staff 
consists of a chief school medical officer and 
two assistant school medical officers, with 
nurses. When inaugurating this scheme some 
years ago the financial position of the hos- 
pitals was such that the Corporation did 
not think it desirable to set up a municipal 
medical service. Instead, except: for con- 
servative dentistry, they made arrangements 
with the city hospitals for the treatment of 
the diseases found and referred to them by 
the school medical officers, and these ar- 
rangements are still in operation.

THE FOOD SUPPLY. . 


The care and attention given to the food 
supply are very close nell thorough. The 
Corporation, some FE”: ago, decided to ap- 
point vg qualified veterinary inspectors in- 
stead of lay inspectors, and important work 
is now discharged by a chief veterinary in- 
spector and a staff of assistants, 

In connection with the sanatorium at 
Crooksling, I may mention that the chief 
veterinary inspector has established a model 
dairy yard and a large tubercle-free herd. 
The activities of this staff have also resulted 
in a steady growth in the effort to secure 
and maintain herds of tubercle-free cows. 

The fact that the number of adulterated 
samples of food and drugs is fewer than 
some years ago suggests not only increased 
vigilance, but also that the wok that has 
been going on during all these years is having 
a marked effect. . 

The City Analyst has also daily control of 
the city’s water supply. - 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 

The city is well provided with hospital 

accommodation for the isolation and treat- 
ment of infectious diseases. Cork Street 
Hospital, the largest, is under the manage- 
ment of a voluntary board. An annual grant 
is given by the Corporation this hospital, and 
patients are paid for at an agreed rate per 
day. Second largest is the Hardwicke, 
The hospitals work in the closest co-opera- 
tion with the Public Health Department, and, 
for practical and administrative purposes, 
function as if they were directly under the 
control of the municipality. There is also 
limited accommodation at three other general 
hospitals—the Meath, City of Dublin and Sir 
Patrick Dun’s,

as was formcrls. invariable. This change, de- 
rived from Amwvica and Germany, has 
several advantages, a..ong which are that 
the patients are enabled to lie without 
staring up at the sky, often very distressing 
in health, and the heads of the beds are 
removed from the radiators, which are liable 
to cause the patients discomfort and head- 
aches. In the pas system, the beds are 
placed head to head, separated by metal and 
glass screens. “There is still some difference 
of opinion on the point, but generally the 
advantages outweigh the disadvantages, and 
the objections are due more to uifamiliarity 
than to anything else. 

Several other innovations in ward-planning, 
such as the four row right an led system 
‘at St. Bartholomew's, London, i justifiable 
in a very large hospital on a very com 
tracted site, and the ‘‘hammer-head” type 
of plan, as at Southend General Hospital, 
may be noted. Where the size of the ward 
is reduced to four beds or less, the advan. 
tages of the parallel system are obvious. 

Apart from the change in ward-planning, 
and the great advance in operating block 
practice. the two most noticeable features 
are the greatly increased attention BS to 
the nurses’ accommodation and the solicitous- 
ness for their health and comfort, also the 
great importance attached to X-ray work. 


NURSES’ ACCOMMODATION. 


Almost without exception the new hos: 
pitals in England and abroad have good 
accommodation for the nursing and domestic 
staffs. Every nurse has a comfortable bed- 
room for herself, neatly and even attractively 
furnished, and fitted with hot and cold water, 
while the common rooms are tastefully 
finished. Swimming baths and tennis courts 
are often provided. 

All the modern hospitals have well planned 
and carefully thought out operating suites. 
The operating rooms are larger than some 
years ago, but not approaching in size some of 
the old-fashioned theatres of former times, 
The general tendency is to remove al) fitting 
from the operating room, save built-in glass- 
fronted instrument cabinets, a built-in illumi- 
nated rad:ograph display plate and a suction 
plant; very few British or Trish hospitals 
possess a suction apparatus, but they are 
common in Germany and America. 

There is still difference of opinion amongst 
surgeons and hospital architects in England 
as to the respective advantages of built-in or 
open sterilising apparatus, and bui't-in fittings 
generally in connection with the operating 
suite. Built in sterilisers are now almost in- 
variable on the Continent and in America, 
but have not taken on in England.

THE HOSPITALS 


OF CORK. 


APOTHECARIES’ 
GARDENS. 


BEST ADVICE AND 
TREATMENT, - 
——_@—— 


Cork has been more fortunate in its hos- 
pitals and the medical staffs attached to 
them than most cities of its size, but in 
common with other centres, developments in 
modern times have not, for reasons of finance 
been able to keep the pace with requirements. 
A remedy for that has been found in the 
sweepstakes, and in a comparatively short 
time Cork will again pride itself in the pos- 
session of hospitals second to none, and 
worthy of the brilliant extern and intern 
stafis. 

One of the oldest institution in the city is 
the North Charitable Infirmary. The site on 
which chis stands was in the distant past 
known as “The Apothecaries’ Gardens,” and 
to it ailing people came to avail themselves 
of the herbs growing there. The profession 
of medicine was certainly primitive in those 
far-off days. 

It wag about 1740 that the first habitable 
buildings were erected on the . gardens, 
though the institution dates its incorporation 
from 1722. Nowadays the infirmary maintains 
120 beds, and special wards are available for 
treatment of diseases of women and children. 
The infirmary is always open for accident 
cases, and one of the two house surgeons is 
always on duty, while the extern department 
handles a big proportion of the city’s needs 
in this respect. | 

The hospital is also well known as a train- 
ing school for nurses, and nurses are supplied 
for out-cases. The Sisters of St. Vincent de 
Paul are in charge as nursing staff, and the 
Committee of Management is elected by 
trustees, by the Cork Corporation and by the 
Cork County Council. Drs, J. D. O'Riordan 
and J. Walsh are the house surgeons. 


THE SOUTH INFIRMARY. 

On the south side of the city has grown 
up a very similar institution—the South 
Charitable Infirmary. which dates its incor- 
poration from 1772. itere, too, are maintained 
120 beds, with an almost exactly similar 
accident and extern service, and the Com- 
mittee of Management is constituted on the 
same lines. Private and semi-private rooms 
are available, and trained nurses are supplied 
for out-nursing. The situation is a favourite 
one, and the grounds attached to the institu- 
tion are extensive. The house surgeon is 
Dr. Barry. 

Recently the progressive committee in 
charge agreed to undertake to follow the 


appoint a second house surgeon. 

Associated to a large extent with the North 
Infirmary is the Cork Dental Hospital. It is 
the only one of its kind in the city. ; 

The Cork Fever Hospital and House cf 
Recovery were established in 1802, Incident- 
ally, it was the fourth of its kind im the 
British Isles, its predecessors having been at 
Chester, Manchester and Waterford. A 
monument to the founder, Dr. Milner Barry, 
has been erected in the grounds. The resident 
medical officer is Dr. J. Egan. In recent 
times its accommodation has been inadequate, 
and the proposal to build a new fever hos- 
pital has been approved by the responsible 
authorities. 

Another Cork hospital with historic associa- 
tions is the Mercy Hospital, established in 
1857, The main building, with its fine out- 
look on Grenville quay, at the western side 
of the older _ of the city, was originally 
the Mansion House of Cork. That the old 
building could not have been put to a better 
use no Corkman will deny. 

Around the historic building have grown 
modern buildings—on one side a magnificent 
extension to the hespital built several years 
ago, and on the other a private home, which, 
like the hospital itself, is under the care cf 
the Sisters of Mercy. Grants from the sweep- 
stakes funds have made possible further 
extension and improvements. 

In the clinical hospital itself, as apart from 
the private home, 140 beds are maintained, 
and there is a special department for training 
nuns for home or foreign missions. . The 
house surgeon is Dr. T. Kelly, : 


FOR SERIOUS CASES. 
Even more recently established is the fine 
general hospital under the charge of the Bon 
urs community at College road, of which 
Dr. Daniel Atkins is resident medical officer. 
The work at this hospital chiefly consists 
of serious intern cases, and the surgical 
staff has been selected with especial care. 

The Victoria Hospital (Incorporated), 
situated at Infirmary road, luaintains private 
and semi-private wards for female cases, 
while nurses are also trained and are supplied 
for out-cases and convalescent cases. 

The name of the Eye, Ear and Throat 
Hospital, established 35 years ago, indicates 
its principal functions. Forty beds are inain- 
tained there, and something more than two 
thousand extern cases a year are dealt with. 
The house surgeon is Dr. I, M. Lynch. 
Adjoining it on the Western road is the 
County and City of Cork Lying-In Hospital, 
In addition to 
havin, 24 beds available, it has a useful 
extern department for mothers and their 
babies. This hospital was established as long 
ago as 1798, and has become an important 
centre for the training of midwives. 

The Blind Asylum, established in 1841, was 
originally the House of Industry, but the 
latter’s functions were shovel’ by Cork 
Union. 

The Protestant Home for Incurables, St. 
Patrick’s Incurable Hospital, several chari- 
table asylums and numerous private hospitals 
also care for the needs of the sick. 


ADVICE AND TREATMENT. 
All the public institutions as detailed above 
maintain a distinguished list of consulting 
medical officers, much of whose work is done 
voluntarily, so that the best medical advice 
and treatment is made available to those 
least able to afford it. 


GALWAY HOSPITALS. 


THE CLINICAL SCHOOL OF 
UNIVERSITY COLLEGE. 


N addition to the County Galway Central 
| Hospital, which is the clinical school of 
University College, and has four resident 
and seven visiting doctors, Galway City has 
two first-class private hospitals and two small 
private nursing homes. 

St. Bride’s Nursing Home, Sea road, 
Galway, was founded in 1916 by Dr. W. A. 
Sandys and Surgeon Michael 0’ Malley, M.B., 
F.,R.C.S.E., who holds the Chair of Surgery 
at Galway College. Two and a half former 
private residences were purchased, joined up, 
and equipped as a modern hospital. 

The institution contains 25 beds, in surgical 
and ophthalmic wards, an operating theatre, 
with X-ray apparatus, and modern sunlight 
treatment. A staff of eight nurses is retained ; 
the hospital caters for all classes of cases 
except bi and its patients are derived 
from the entire Province of Connaught and 
from County Clare. 

Seamount Private Nursing Home is 
situated within its own grounds near Black- 
rock bathing place, at Salthill, Galway, over- 
looking Galway Bay. It was a former resi- 
dence of the famous Persse family, subse- 
quently passed into the hands of Sebastian 
Nolan, a Galway merchant prince, and was 
taken over in 1919 from the Sisters of Mercy 
by Dr. Denis V. Morris, M.B., B.A.0., B.Ch., 


University College, Galway, who founded a 
private nursing home there. 

Sun-ray treatment, violet-ray, a modern 
X-ray apparatus and a well-equipped operat- 
ing theatre are available. 

A staff of seven nurses is retained and 25 
beds are available. 

THE CENTRAL HOSPITAL. 

The Co. Galway Central Hospital is on the 
site of the old workhouse hospital. It is 
the clinical school of the University College 
near-by, and “has been entirely rebuilt and re- 
constructed on the most modern lines. 

The main building is the general huspital, 
which is equipped Sith electric lifts, outside 
fire escapes, two modern operating theatres, 
an X-ray department, vivlet-ray, sun-ray, 
electrical massage and ophthalmic treatment. 
The staff includes over 60 nurses, and the 
institution is partly supported by the rates 
(which contribute between £18,000 and 
19.000 annually) and partly by paying 
patients There are four resident and seven 
visiting doctors. 

At the back of the institution is an entirely

It is little more than two centuries past 


Académie Royale de Chirurgie (1731), 
delivered the surgeons of Paris from their 
humiliating association with the barbers and 
perruquiers of the Court. The Royal edict 
was, for the surgeons of the period, their 
declaration of independence. Edinburgh, 
Dublin and London, with the establishment 
of the several Royal Colleges of Surgeons, 
speedily followed suit. 

As one of the chief instruments in Louis’s 

act of liberation it is gratifying to Irishmen 
to-day to recognise in Georges Mareschal, 
premier chirurgien du soi, and first President 
of the Academy of Surgery, the French- 
born son of one of the “ Wild Geese,’ who 
had entered the service of France with 
Sarsfield after the fall of Limerick. His 
contribution to the social status of his pro- 
fessional brethren was fundamental: hence- 
forward surgery was one of the “ respec- 
able ” professions. 
The craft of surgery, however, had a long 
progress yet to make before it was to attain 
to its correct relationship to the other 
sclences—that of experimental physiology. ‘To 
the collective task of education and discovery 
Irish surgeons brought their meed of indivi. 
dual contribution. Historically, that contri- 
bution has been modest, outweighted in 
relative importance by those made from other 
more fortunately situated centres of study. 
Progress in medical science has been in the 
main dependent upon collateral progress in 
the “ pure ” sciences. 

_The objective study of physics, chemistry, 
biology in the English and continental schools 
during the nineteenth century went hand in 


hand with the rapid expansion of 
the industrial revival, in which move- 
ment an impoverished Ireland had no 
Share. ‘the application of surgery to 


the relief of human ills prior to 1870 covered 
but a very limited field, but within such 
limits the general level of Dublin surgery on 
the eve of the antiseptic era was at least as 
high as that of the English or Continental 
centres, 


APPRENTICESHIP. 

The energies of the earlier Dublin surgeons 
—as of those in our city hospitals to-day— 
were in the main ‘directed to the treatment of 
the patients under their immediate care and 
to the education of their pupils, rather than 
to the abstract advancement of science. 
Teaching in Dublin from the earliest days 
has been characterised by its essentially 
practical nature. Dating from the formation 
of the first Guild of the Barber-Surgeons in 
1446, the accepted system of training was by 
apprenticeship; the surgeon's apprentice, 
like the apprentice of any other manual 
master, learned ‘his craft by the actual per- 
formance of his duties under his master’s 
eye. With the modifications necessitated 
by modern requirements, the principle of 
apprenticeship is preserved to-day by the 
appointment of resident pupils in all our 
city hospitals. 

During the first quarter of the nineteenth 
century Abraham Colles was the leading 
figure among Irish surgical teachers, occupy- 
ing a place of equal eminence in surgery 
with that attained by his contemporariés, 
Graves and Stokes, in medicine. Colles’s 
work centred round two _institutions— 
Steevens’s Hospital and the College of 
Surgeons. A graduate of both Dublin and 
Edinburgh Universities—he was M.A. of the 
one and M.D. of the other—he was an out- 
standing success as a teacher. His class, 
which numbered 86 pupils in 1804, had risen 
to 254 in 1827, in which year he resigned 
the Chair of Surgery at the College. Of his 
teaching there, an overcandid critic, writing 
to the Lancet in 1824; made the very flatter- 
ing statement that, 

— 


since Louis XV., by the foundation of the |: 


“if he withdrew his services from that 
institution, his secession would be its 
ruin, for there is not another individual 
in the profession in Dublin capable of 
taking his place.’’ : 


The accuracy of Colles's clinical observation 
and judgmentya century ago has been borne 
out by the confirmation of his work by others 
who succeeded him. ‘*Colles’s fracture,’’ 
‘““Colles’s law,” “‘ Coiles’s fascia’’ are terms 
universally accepted and understood by 
English-speaking medical authorities the 
world over to-day. 

COLLES'’S NOTABLE CONTEMPORARIES 

Colles had many notable contemporaries. 
Sir Philip Crampton—the ‘‘ dandy Nimrod”’ 
of professional men in Dublin a hundred years 
ago—was the most distinguished of a brilliant 
group. Four times elected by his colleagues 
to the presidency of the Irish College of 
Surgeons, he had been the first of the Dublin 
teachers to open a private school. These 
““unchartered’’ schog's were numerous in 
the first half of the century; for to the youn 
surgeon the surest road to cáir he IEAEN 
success lay in teaching, 

Of the qualifying bodies, the College of 
Surgeons alone gave a diploma in surgery; 
Dublin University had no surgical degree till 
1851; and so late as 1875 the Army returns 
showed that one-third of England’s Army 
Medical Corps was reernited from the ranks 
of the Irish College of Surgeons, for whose 
diploma they had undergone the necessary 
coaching in the private schools. In these 
schools anatomy and surgery were taught 
practically and soundly by men who’ were 
themselves hospital surgeons, concerned with 
what was of every-day impartance in practice 
rather than with therdetical scientific re- 


‘search. 


The Lancet’s strictures on Colles’ contem- 
poraries were ungenerons to a degree. James 
Cusack, a loyal colleague of Colles at: 
Steevens’, by his teaching attracted to him- 
self such a body of -apprentice-pupils as to 
have gained the sobriquet of the ‘‘ Colonel of 
the 52nd.” Crampton at the Meath, with 
Colles and Cusack at Steevens’, had brought 
the clinical teaching of surgery to a high 
Fa of practical efficiency in Dublin long 
vefore ward-teaching had become organised 
at either London: or Edinburgh. In this they 
were pioneers in medical education, and 
their example wag eagerly followed by their 
contemporaries and successors whose names 
are too numerous for enunciation here, 


RICH EXPERIENCE. 


Judging from the surgical journals of the 
time, Dublin surgeons at that period enjoyed 
a particularly rich experience in the treat- 
ment of aneurysm. So frequent, in fact, 
were communications on this subject to the 
Dublin Surgical Society that it was flippantly 
termed the ‘‘Aneurysmal Association” by 
the phvsicians of the day. In the treatment 
of cleft palate, of fractures and stone—to 
mention but a few—Dublin surgeons led the 
van of contemporary progress. 

In 1889 the last unchartered “ private 
schools—the Carmichael and the Ledwich— 
were amalgamated with the School of the 
College of Surgeons. The close of the nine- 
teenth century thus saw three surgical teach- 
ing centres established in Dublin. for that of 
Dublin University dates from 1851 and that 
of the Catholic University (Newman's founda- 
tion originally, since became the “‘ National ’’) 
from 1857.

The foundation of the Royal Academy of 


Medicine in Ireland (1882) provided a common 
meeting place for the teachers and alumni of 
these several institutions, and the “ Transac- 
tions of the Academy” and the ‘Irish 
Journal of Medical Science’’ contain the 
majority of Irish contributions to the develop- 
ment of modern surgery.

HE Public ‘Services (Temporary 
Economies) Bill is the third item 
ón the Senate Order Paper for to-day, 
when the report stage will be taken, ‘here 
ave four amendments to be considered.

From Padua, " far beyond the 
sea,” as from McGill, in distant Montreal, 
he has brought home honours to add them 
to those he has already won in most of the 
seats of learning in his own land.

THE PRESIDENT’S DINNER. 


After the ceremony the President enter- 
tained the Fellows of the College, together 
with a large number of guests to dinner in 
the college. 

After dinner the President of the Royal 
College of Physicians (Dr. T. Gillman 
Moorhead), in proposing the toast of the 
new Honorary Fellow, said that Lord 
Dawson's scientific achievements were so 
well known, and had gained him such 
wide recognition everywhere throughout 
the world that it was unnecessary to refer 
to them. The Irish College particularly 
welcomed him as President of the English 
College of Physicians. The Irish College 
was of ancient origin; for it came into 
existence in 1654, but the English College 
had its roots still deeper in the past, 
having been founded in the year 1518, 
through the exertions of the famous 
Linacre. One of the reasons for its 
foundation was to put down the smiths, 
weavers and women who at that date were 
practising divers cures to the great 
damage of the King’s lieges. He feit 
certain that in its present President the 

English College had succeeded more. or 
less in controlling quacks, but he noticed 
with some little recret that women were 
not yet admitted to the Fellowship of the 
English College. In this they had not 
followed the precedent given by Ireland. 

He then referred to Lord Dawson's great 
services during the War, and said that the 
entire profession was gratified that those 
services Were recognised by giving Lord 
Dawson a seat in the Upper Chamber in 
Great Britain. The medical profession 
felt that they had in Lord Dawson a 
spokesmnan of great dignity and authority. 
In an Act of Parliament, passed in 1522. 
it was said that those only should practice

NOTICE TO AIR PILOTS, 


The following notice has been issued for

For this reason it is of prime 
amportance to retain the younger men of 
ability for research in wards and 
laboratories, and prevent the dissipatior 
of their energies in struggles for early 
practice. Opportunities for gifted minds 
offer the best of investments for a nation.

., an enlarging realm of knowledge, 
on the éthis ‘hand it possesses an “é 
Jargmg sphere of action. Beyond its more 
intimate and direct scientific problems its 


contacts with sociology are more numerous. - 


One*thinks of the problems of health which 
arise with modern industrial methods, of 
Specialised labour, which involves an over- 
use of part of the man and under-use of 
the whole man, of the dissolving views 
which social conditions present, and one 
realises that the disciples of our art need, 
more and more, educated and flexible 
minds. 

And this brings me to the reflection 
that the standard of general education 
required for entry to the study of medicine 
needs to be raised, if the doctor of the 
future is to meet the duties which will 
fall to his profession, It would be 
prejudicial to the public good for the many 
to enter the profession of medicine only 
in search of a living. Rather is medicine 
a vocation for the few, who have not only 
the, aptitudes, but the strength and 
purpose to live laborious days not only 
for'livelihood but also for the work’s sake. 

I pass to my next reflection. Knowledge 
endbles .and conscience stimulates us to 
preserve many lives which in former days 
wete destroyed in the struggle for 
existence. Some of the lives thus preserved 
are ** fit,” others “ unfit.’’ Those who are 
‘““ unfit’ are increasing in numbers, and 
present a problem of growing difficulty 
alike for themselves and the community. 
Says a recent Report of the English Board 
of _Education—‘‘ We must face the fact 
that the enormous reduction of infant 
mortality has led to increased longevity of 
a ¢ertain number of children who may 
ultimately prove to be unfit both physically 
and mentally.”’ 


THE UNFIT. 


On the other hand it is doubtful if in the 
future there will be available employment 
beyond what the “ fit ” can perform. Will 
there not therefore be less and less room in 
the world for the half fledged? The latter 
will become a dead weight on the! com- 
munity—their employment casual, their 
earnings scanty, their morale and character 
declining, and their children without fair 
chance to make good. The community will 
be damaged by the deterioration of their 
citizenship, and impoverished by the cost 
of their maintenance. Now it is not nature 
whose methods we try to displace, but 
ourselves who are responsible for these 
endeavours to save lives. Such endeavours 
are’ righty but surely they will bring not 
peace but a sword unless we study and 
face their implications and results. 

While giving them kindly thought and 
necessary care in their afflictions, should 
we not study how to protect: the world 
from those who are incurably unfit, it may 
be, in body, mind, or conduct. Cannot 
we do something more than we are doing 
to prevent those unfit from propagating— 
unfit either because they transmit unfit- 
ness to their offsprings, or because they 
are unable to nurture the young in order 
that the TAtter may have a fair chance. 
Think of the unkindness to the children 
born. Have they a fair deal? 

In general is it sound thinking to value 
the preservation of life irrespective of its 
quality? In former days the answer would 
have been yes. Is that our answer to-day? 

But, Mr. President, I do not want to 
overstep your indulgence. I caH to mind 
the interposition of the great Sheridan 
when a member showing undue prolixity 
paused to drink water. ‘“‘ Mr. Speaker,” 
said he, ‘‘ is it in order for a windmill to 
go by water ?’* 


TRIBUTE TO IRISH SCHOOL. 


My last is a different and lighter reflec- 
tion. 

Whence arises the gibe that all doctors 
differ? Surely it has come down to us 
from the days of oracles and incantations. 
Why are engineers, statemen and even 
economists still thought to be clever 
despite their differences? “The lawyers 
well arranged things’ that 

become more clever if they 
rather than agree. Indeed 
| reading a judgment which’ 
as =6 been”~—s reserved and especially 
it is not unanimous, for it prompts the 
thought that if we took so long to deter- 
mine matters there would be nobody left 
to talk about. In fact, there is to be found 
in the science and practice of medicine a 
large measure of agreement on essentials, 
and this fact is noteworthy when one 
remembers that we deal with the infinite 
variabilities of that lovable thing human 
personality. 

My thoughts revert to this College— 
your confidence and kindness let me say 
our College—and the great traditions it 
represents. 

Does any ‘country possesg so marked an 
individuality, só rich an endowment of 
gifts as this small island?» It has given 
the world saints and scholars, thinkers 
and statesmen in generous measure, but 
I venture to say that in your country’s 
life no culture has spread so widely as 
that of the Irish school of medicine. 

Let me wish you the happiness belonging 
to the pursuit of truth and the continuance 
of those gifts of understanding and wisdom 
which will bring healing and health to the 
country you love so well. (Applause,)

AMENDMENTS. 
MANY PROPOSATS BY 
THE MINISTER.

HERE are now over a hundred amend- 
ments for the Land Bill Committee 
Stage, which begins to-day in the Dail. 

A large number of t now available are 
in the name of the Minister for Lands aod 


Fisheries. 

With rd to the Appeal Tribunal, the 
Minister gives notice to alter Section 7, so 
that the Executive Council and not the 
Minister will have the duty of nominating 
‘the two lay Commissioners, who, with the 
Judicial Commissioner, will constitute the 
Tribunal. 

Mr. Vincent Rice will move an amendment 
giving the power of deciding what is a ques- 
tion of law solely to the Judicial Commis 
sioner. ees 


THE APPEAL TRIBUNAL. 

The Minister pr to delete the sub- 
section which provides that no officer of the 
Land Commission shall sit or act on the 
Appeal Tribunal for the determination of 
any question relating to a matter in which 
he was concerned. i 

In connection with the Relief of Con- 
gestion, the Minister has recast the opening 
sections, and will propose to substitute the 
following new sub-sections for sub-sections 
(1) and (2) in the bill ~~ : 

To delete Sub-section (1) and substitute 
the following new sub-sections :— 

ee {})- Sub-section (4) of Section 24 of 
the Land Act, 1923, is hereby repealed, and 
in lieu thereof it is Lareby enacted that when 
the Land Commission declare that any land 
(in this section referred to as the declared 
land) “gs within Clause (a) of Sub- 
section (2) of the said Section 24 is required 
for the purpose of relieving congestion, and 
the tenant or proprietor of the declared land 
or the wife or the husband of such tenant 
or proprietor resides on or in the immediate 
neighbourhood of the declared land and uses 
it in the same manner as an ordinary farmer 
in accordance with the proper methods of 


is not the owner of land (other than the 
declared land) the market value of which 
exceeds the sum of £2,000, the Land Com- 
mission chall, if within the presoribed time 
and in the prescribed manner such tenant or 
proprietor requires them to. provide him with 
a new holding, provide ha tenant or pro- 
rietor with a new holding which the Lay 
ommissioners (subject to a right of appeal 
to the Appeal Tribunal, whose decision shall 
ba final) consider to be of not less market 
value than the declared land or of mot less 
market value than £2,000 (whichever shall be 
the lesser sum).

sections, and schemes may be framed or 
amended under the said sections for, or so as 
to include, all or any of those purposes.” 

He will also move a new section affecting 
the power of the Land Commission to pur- 
chase sporting rights in certain cases. 

The Minister proposes to delete Sub- 
sections (1) and (2) of Section 33, which deal 
with provisions in respect of residential hold.

There was a writer in England called George 
Bernard Shaw, who, in the preface to a play, 
went out of his way to explain the doctrine. 

Immaculate Conception, he says, means 
that Our Lord was born of a virgin mother, 
Mary. That Mary was born of a virgin 
mother, Anne, and He has an unbroken series 
of virgin births stretching back to an im- 
agined person, who is called the mother of 
Eve. at is the explanation of the Immacu- 
late Conception that is foisted on the British 
public, 


TREATMENT OF MOTHER. 


The Immaculate Conception, said the Arch- 
bishop, had nothing whatever to do with the 
Virgin Birth. It meant that in Mary's soul 
trom its création theré was sanctifying grace. 
In the case of every other soul since the fall 
of Adam the soul was created without the 
sanctifying mé it would have had had not 
Adam sinned. 

He sometimes thought that few non- 
Cathoiies would tolerate anyone treating their 
mothers in the way they treated the Mother 
of God. How could they pay honour to the 
Son and not honour His Mother? 


MEAT IMPORTS TO 
BRITAIN. 


NORTHERN FARMERS 
AND PRICES. 


From Ovs OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
BELVAST, Monday. 


The Northern farmers are concerned at the 
decline in the price of meat, with consequent 
falling prices for cattle. Mr. J. Ritchie (Pre- 
sident of the Ulster Farmers’ Union) and 
Mr. David Wright, J.P., the Secretary, are 
to attend a meeting in Edinburgh to-morrow 
of the Scottish Chamber of Agriculture, the 
Scottish Farmers’ Union, the Land and Pro- 
perty Federation, and the Institute of Auc- 
tioneers and Appraisers, when the problem 
of the recent fall in the prices of not onl 
meat, but eggs and butter, will be Sidenined. 

It is expected that the Conference will urge 
upon the British Government the necessity 
for a more stringent control of foreign and 
colonial meat supplies, in order to enable the 
home producers to secure more economic 
prices, :

“That it be an instruction to the 
Council to consider the réport of the 
Warren Fisher Committee, when pu 
lished, and the action of the Governmént 
arising therefrom, and if such action is 
considered unsatisfactory the Council be 
given full authority to advise members 
of the profession seriously to consider the 
disadvantages to which they are liable if 
they accept service as officers in the Royal 
Naval Medical Service, the Royal Army 
Medical Corps, or the Royal Air Force 
Service under the existing terms and 
conditions.” 

In the course of the discussion the names of 
the Royal Naval Reserve, the Territorial 
Army and the Auxiliary Air Force were added 
to the resolution; and the last six words 
‘under the existing terms and conditions ”’ 
were deleted, as, it was pointed out, the terms 
and conditions might not be the same as those 
now existing when the committee reported. 

An amendment to the effect that the latter 
part of the resolution read ‘‘ the Couneil be 
ven nore tape “to take such action as 
they consider necessary ’’’ was proposed by 
Mr. H. 8. Souttar, and withitsen after it 
had been described as placing the pistol be- 
hind their backs and unloading it. 

Rear-Admiral Thomas said that the medical 
officers in the Royal Navy were looking for- 
ward to the Association to help them. 


LACK OF CANDIDATES, 


Dr. Goodbody said that about three years 
ago they drew up a list of recommendations 
which, in the opinion of the Council, would 
obviate a great deal of the difficulty in getting 
men to serve in the medical branches of the 
fighting services. At that time the services 
were suffering from the lack of candidates. 
There had been no examinations since the 
War. If a man was considered suitable he 
was given a commission straight away. They 
obtained some improvement after a couple of 
years, Two years ago the Warren Fisher 
Committee was appointed to advise the 
various departments on the condition of medi- 
cal affairs. When the economy “ crash ”' 
arrived, the. Committee stopped sitting, and 
the Council last January decided to press for 
a reply to their recommendations. e Com- 
mittee then started to meet again, and would 
report by August 15th. That had been 
stated in the House of Commons. Even ii 
the Committee made a favourable report, 
however, it would remain for the Government 
to implement that report, 

The resolution, in its amended form, was 
passed without dissent, 

A number of doctors from overseas con- 
veyed the greetings of their branches and 
associations, and the report of the Dominions, 
India, Colonies and Dependencies Committee 
was passed, | 


ROAD ACCIDENTS. 


Dr. J. W. Bone, Bedfordshire, proposed 
that it was inopportune at the present time to 
approach the British Government with the 
suggestion that it should assume some re- 
sponsibility for the provision of emergency 
medical attendance and treatment in all road 
accident cases, The medical proféssion was 
shamelessly exploited in the matter of attend- 
ance at road accident cases. It was the 
worst instance of exploitation in a much ex- 
ploited profession. He suggested that, as 
there were over 3,000,000 driving licences in 
added one shilling to the cost 
of a licenve the resulting 1 would form a 
satisfactory method of dealing with the mat- 
ter of fees for medical attendance at road 
accidents. The Council, however, believed 
that it would be inopportune at the present 
juncture to suggest that the Government 
should assume. liability for the provision of 
medical attendance and treatment in all road 
accident cases. A bill was in course of pre- 
paration by Lord Moynihan for submission to 
the House of Lords for the remuneration of 
practitioners and hospital out-patient depart- 
ments in respect of treatment of injured per- 
sons involyed in road accidents. 


EFFICIENT AID. 


Mr. W. McAdam Eccles, M.8., F.R.C.S., St. 
Bartholomew’s Hospital, London, referred to 
Lord Trenchard’s statement drawing ‘special 
attention to the woefully increasing number 
of accidents in London. It was not ible 
for the profession, he said, to restore life, but 
it was still possible for the profession to pre- 
vent death by efficient aid and to prevent pro- 
longed illness and mutilation by efficient 
treatment on the roads as well as in hospital. 
It could not possibly be necessary for people 
to be killed in the streets of London at the 
rate of 3 or 4 every day. 

Dr. W. Patterson said that the very heavy 
burden involved in attending accident cases 
which at present rested on the shoulders of a 
few thousand doctors should be transferred to 
the 3,000,000 motorists on whom it would be 
a very light burden. 

Dr. E. “. T. Nash said that many people 
were quite unable to do anything to re- 
munerate the doctor who attended them. 
The matter must be pressed home if the 
members of the profession were to get any 
return for the enormous services which they 
rendered for perfectly negligible remunera- 
tion. 

The motion was adopted. 


PUBLIC MEDICAL SERVICES. 


Dr. H. M. Stratford, Kensington, pro- 
posed that the Association should now 
definitely extend its support to the further 
expansion of public medical services. 

Ip was explained that the Association was

‘They 
entered ital like horses without Bas 
In spite of the bad times, large sums of money 
were flowing into the hospitals, and it was 
certain that the time would come when all 
those who worked for hospitals would be paid. 
When that time came it was only common 
or that the general practitioner would 
ate his share reserved for him. That was a 
fine opportunity for the Association to preach 
its aga in that respect. 

The amendment was lost. 

The Brighton Branch tabled a further 
amendment, that it was desirable that in- 
stitutional accommodation for private patients 
should be available in all areas, both for 
specialist treatment and general practitioner 
treatment, in the form of hospitals, nursing 
homes, rooms or private wards in county hos- 
pitals, the patient to have free choice of 
doctor, and the normal method of admission 
of a private patient to be on the recommenda- 
tion of a private medical practitioner. 

The amendment was lost by a large 
majority. 


A SUBSTANTIVE MOTION.
